First Bloodshed Saturday. 
Oklahoma 
City, 
August 
4.— 
Posses early tonight were gather­ 
ing at Sasakwa, after beating the 
hills of Central Oklahoma for or­ 
ganized groups of objectors to the 
selective draft. 
Posse leaders as­ 
serted enemies of the federal gov­ 
ernment would be scattered before 
dawn. 
The first bloodshed, between a 
posse and outlaws,* came this after­ 
noon near 
Rock 
Crossing 
and 
Friendship, when Wallace Cargill, 
an alleged ringleader, 
was 
shot 
in the stomach. 
He was placed 
under arrest, along with three oth­ 
ers. Later his wounds proved fatal. 
A near lynching 
occurred 
this 
afternoon in tile Lone Dove neigh 
borhood, when a posse caught four 
alleged resisters, the two McNeely 
boys, John Gray and “Doc” White, 
the latter a negro. 
One of the McNeelyV, was strung 
up with a rope around his neck, in 
an effort to get 
information re­ 
garding the recalcitrants. 
He re­ 
fused to talk and was cut down. 
Between Konawa and 
Sasakwa 
three other prisoners were taken, 
C. C. Brewer, his son, and Robert 
Cargill. 
From the captives the 
names of virtually all the leaders 
have been learned. 
These 
wrero 
distinguished by red sashes a n i 
appeared to be heavily armed. 
it is believed the activities iii 
this state are of a “working class 
union,” and the so-called “Jones 
Family” band, with similar pur­ 
pose are part of an allied nation­ 
wide propaganda of 
the 
Interna­ 
tional Workers of the World.

No official word has been receiv­ 
ed from Oklahoma, but there will 
be no hesitation in employing fed­ 
eral troops if needed.

time this month. 
Provost Marshal Crowder took 
action today to reduce the number 
of applications ter exemption. 
In 
a telegram to all governors, he di­ 
rect od that local

The ruling, which 
was 
made by 
Provost Marshal General Crowder, 
reads as follows: 
"Local boards 
may 
well 
hold 
that a marriage consummated re­ 
cently, and 
especially 
one 
con­ 
summated by 
a 
person after he 
has be<*n called to present himself 
for examination to determine his 
fitness for military 
service, does 
not create a status of dependency 
in which it is advisable to grant 
a discharge. It is to bo expected 
that local 
boards 
will 
exercise 
their 
full 
discretion 
in 
cases 
where they are convinced that un­ 
scrupulous persons have thus vio­ 
lated the principles 
of the selec­ 
tive service law in the hope of es­ 
caping duty that is righth­ 
and of passing 
that 
duty 
some one else.” 
The order of procedure 
in the 
examination of men called for the 
army under the draft 
w’hen they 
appear for examination before the 
exemption board 
this 
week has 
been announced. It is: 
1. The man to be examined will 
fill out a declaration of his name, 
age, residence on a blank similar 
to the first page o ft he form used 
in life insurance applications. 


2 . Ile will be examined by the 
medical member of the board. 
3. Following the physical exami­ 
nation he will file 
his 
claim for 
exemption, if any, with the local 
Hoard. 
4. If he is found physically unfit 
he must be re-examined at a dat° 
designated 
by 
the 
exemption 
board. 
Later he will be notified by the 
board of the disposition made of 
tis case. 
One member of tho local board 
must be present w’hen the physical 
examinations are made. 
Exemption buttons will he issu­ 
ed to all registrants to whom 
tificates 
of 
exemption 
or 
charge are issued. 
The local board can not pass on 
industrial exemptions. These cases 
go to the division bords. 
In cases where drafted men are 
held unfit physically 
by the ex­ 
amining physician 
they must be 
re-examined by a physician named 
by the board, but does not 
the reason for the original 
tion. 
It is expected 
that 
not m o r e 
than seven or eight examinations 
can be completed hourly, for the 
p h y sica l 
examinations 
will 
be 
tringent. 
The selective service law does 
rot require discharges in all cases 
of technical dependency, but per­ 
mits discharges where in view 
dependency a discharge 
able.

Island of Corfu, July IO, 
(Correspondence of tho Associated 
ress)—Fate has at last fallen on 
that band

It may keep a 
good road better and it may help 
to keep it in good condition, accord­ 
ing to Dean E. J. Met aust land. of 
the engineering school of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri. 
Oil was first used on earth roads 
to lay the dust . It is effective for 
this purpose it a quality is chosen 
th a t is not to volatile and if it is 
properly applied with sufficient fre­ 
quency. 
Lubricating oils should be 
avoided as worse than useless and 
only those chosen which have a 
distinctively asphaltic base, which 
gives them some binding quality. 
In addition to acting as a dust 
preventive, oils, particularly those 
with asphaltic base, serve to form 
crust over the entire roadway, thus 
shedding 
w ater 
and 
preventing 
mud. 
Too much oil must be avoid­ 
ed, since an excess tends to soften 
the surface . From three-fourths to 
one 
and 
one-fourth gallons 
p er 
square yard is usually sufficient for 
a single treatm ent. 
To m ake oiling

e a t t broad must first 
be 
carefully 
drained, properly crowned, and the 
surface loosened by a light harrow 
to a depth of from one and a half 
to two inches. 
Alter a light appli­ 
cation of oil has been absorbed the 
surface should be again lightly h ar­ 
rowed and this followed by a s e c ­ 
ond application..

Italia points out that the relations 
of the Vatican with tho Austrian 
Catholics are excellent, that where­ 
as the German bishops have been

Washington, Aug. 4.— The valua­ 


tion of railroads ,begun pursuant to 
an act ga congress more than four 
I years ago, is a failure. 
Railroad 
men, shippers and even some offi­ 
c ia ls 
ot 
the 
interstate commerce 
commission, charged with making 
the valuation, admit 
the 
unwork­ 
ability of the act as it stands. Lack 
of progress in the work has com­ 
pletely nullified its value. 
In or­ 
der to make the valuation useful 
the commission lins been compelled 
to enter an order requiring the few 
railroads which already have been 
valued to revise their inventories, 
made as of June 30, 1914, and bring 
them up to date. 
The valuation act was intended 
to provide a fixed 
value 
of 
the 
railroad property of the companies 
operating in the United States. The 
capital investment represented by 
this valuation was to be taken as a 
basis for the making of freight and 
passenger rates. 
The theory was 
that rates should be charged which 
would pay a fair return on the in­ 
vestment and no more. 
The inhe­

■fc'ho is a niece of an ex-presideni

concession 
company 
'which built the Trans-Andean rail­ 
road. 
He 
met his future wife at 
her mother's home near Valparai­ 
so, after her return 
from a long 
stay in Europe. 
They were mar­ 
ried in Paris in 1911.

Saulles 
organized 
the 
Wilson

Men’s 
league in 1912 and the * following 
year was appointed United States 
minister to Uruguay. He sent his
